Highway 23—Will It 
Be Completed In 1961? 


NOTICES 


The next session of the provincial legislature 
opens in February and announcements concerning the 
initial highway program for 1961 will soon be forth¬ 
coming. 

We trust that the continuation of the hard- 
■surfacing program on Highway 23 will be announced. 
From the Comer Store junction with Highway 24 to 
the junction with No. 2 Highway, the road has been 
widened and completely rebuilt in the past two years 
and should now be ready for hard surfacing. The 26 
miles of gravel road has been well maintained this win¬ 
ter and is in good shape. Very little, if any, work 
would be required to have it ready for the hardtop 
base course. 

The information was given three or four years 
ago that Highway 23 would be surfaced to the same 
standards as the Trans-Canada highway — designed 
to handle heavy traffic. It would appear that this 
standard has been maintained from Champion north, 
although from Champion south — for no apparent 
reason — the road was narrowed when it was hard¬ 
surfaced.
